DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The prior art made of record fails to suggest either singly or in combination a 
novel seat assembly having a seat back pivotally coupled to a seat cushion 
and moveable between an upright position and a folded flat position, a seat 
back panel fixedly secured to a rear face of said seat back and having a 
support surface of supporting a load above said seat back in said folded flat 
position; and at least one hook fixedly secured to the seat back panel and 
arranged to project downwardly when the seat back is in the upright position 
to prevent usage and to project upwardly when the seat back is in the folded 
flat position to permit usage, wherein he hook includes a slanted portion 
projecting outwardly and downwardly from the back panel when said seat 
back is in said upright position and a retaining portion that is fixedly secured 
to the slanted portion and extends generally perpendicular to said seat back 
in said folded flat position defined a u-shaped channel between said retaining 
portion and said seat back panel. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
